Willi  tile  escopiioM  of  an  increase  in  the  niiniher  of  cliililen  of 
tender  years,  for  ivlioni  it  lias  been  necessary  to  seek  fosler-lioines, 
in  the  workint;  out  of  the  "  Maternity  Houses  Act,"  the  work 
has  been  of  iiuich  the  same  character  as  in  loniier  years. 

Tile  enforcement  i>f  the  above  menti\^neLl  Act  b\-  the  Medical 
Health  Ollicer  has  alreadv  had  most  beneficial  results,  as  all  niatemily 
boardini;  liouses  and  baby  homes  are  now  uniler  license  and  strict 
ir',spectio!i.  and  their  number  is  limiteil. 

At  present  tliere  are  twenty-six  licensed  bab\  homes  in  the  city, 
and  Ihese  arc  all  under  the  supervision  of  the  Medical  Health 
Department.  The  inspector  of  the  dep.irlnient,  Or.  W.  Harley 
Smith,  who  is  also  a  member  of  the  Hoard  of  this  Society,  visits 
them  twice  a  week. 
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CHILDREN'S  COURT  CASES  AND  COMPLAINTS  OF  NEGLECT.

Previous  to  the  passing;'  of  the  Act  under  which  the  Societv 
operates,  and  similar  Acts  in  (ireat  Britain  and  the  I'nited  Slates, 
there  was  no  protection  for  the  "little  citi/en,"  and  parents  often 
seemed  to  think  that  they  owned  their  children  and  could  use  ihem 
and  abuse  them  as  they  liked.  The  effect  oi'  the  laws  for  the 
protection  of  children  has  been  to  rudely  awaken  cruel  and  nei^lectful 
parents  to  tiie  fact  that  the  law  of  the  land  rej^-^ards  them  as  the 
rij^^htful  •guardians  of  their  children  as  long;  as  they  do  their  duly  by 
them,  while  it  clearly  shows  that  tiie  children  are  citizens  whom  the 
state  is  bound  to  protect.  I'nder  these  benii^^n  laws,  now,  not  only 
the  citizen  who  has  reached  majority,  but  the  citizen  a  day  old  has 
an  equal  rij^ht  to  the  protection  which  the  law  atVords. 

This  Society  is  therefore  not  a  charity  merely,  but  also  a 
subordinate  governmental  ajfeucy  for  the  express  purpose  of  prolect- 
injj  the  helpless  and  actinj^^  as  their  lej;al  representative  in  the 
criminal  courts. 
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PLACING  CHILDREN  IN  FOSTER-HOMES. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  following  table  that  a  lars,'e  nnmber  of 
children  were  placed  in  foster  homes  dnring  the  year  ;  hut  the  Society 
wishes  to  emphasize  the  fact  that  it  is  not  its  desire  or  its  aim  lo  take 
children  from  their  natural  homes,  but  to  provide  the  best  possible 
substitute  for  the  natural  home  when  the  latter  has  been  proven  a 
place  unfit    for  the   task  of  properly  brinsjing  up   and  caring  for  its 

youthful  inmates.

In  the  last  report  the  ditticnlty  of  getting  homes  for  boys  under 
nine  years  oi'  age.  and  the  still  greater  diHicully  of  finding  homes  for 
both  boys  and  girls  imder  two  \  ears  t^(  age  was  pointeii  out.  Ouring 
the  past  year  there  has  been  less  difficulty  in  providing  for  both  of  these 
classes.  .V  glance  over  the  .Society's  records  shows  that  up  to  the 
date  of  the  last  report  the  Society  in  its  seven  years  history  had  placed 
only  nineteen  children  under  two  years,  while  during  the  past  twelve 
months  alone  homes  have  been  found  for  nineteen  under  that  age. 
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Sixty  children  were  placed  in  fester  homes  diirini;-  the  year. 
Some  of  these  were  rescued  from  homes  of  vice  and,  by  tlie 
action  of  the  Police  Magistrate,  made  wards  of  the  Society,  while 
others  were  adopted  tlirongh  the  voluntary  action  of  their  parents 
— for  reasons  which,  on  investiijation,  were  deemed  to  be  j^ood. 
In  cases  of  the  former  kind  the  Society's  policy  is  not  to  s,'o  to  the 
extreme  measure  of  the  law  if  .something  less  drastic  will  answer  ;  but 
experience  has  proved,  both  In  this  Society's  work  and  in  that  of 
older  societies  with  much  larger  fields,  that  what  is  best  for  the 
children  of  vicious  parents  is  .also  best  for  the  parents.  The  assump- 
tion of  some  people  that  the  "Children's  Protection  .Xct "  of  iSg^? 
made  criminals  of  people  who  were  formerly  innocent.  Is  unfoiuided. 
The  offenders  were  not  innocent  previous  to  the  passing  oi'  that  .Act, 
but  their  neglect  of  their  children  was  not  then  legall\-  a  crime, 
although  their  conduct  was  and  has  always  been  a  criitie  against 
nature  and  moraIit\". 

THE  SHELTER. 

The  Shelter  continues  to  be  a  useful  part  of  the  Society's 
machinery.  The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  children 
admitted  and  discharged  during  the  year,  the  causes  which  led  to 
their  admission,  and  what  was  tlone  with  them  :

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The  four  deaths  mentioned  in  the  above  table  were  all  those  of 
infants  sent  to  the  Shelter  during'  the  iirst  few  months  in  which  the 
"  Maternity  Boarding  Houses  Act  "  was  in  opera  I  ion.  As  time 
advanced  and  the  baby  homes  mentioned  in  the  early  part  of  this 
report  were  licensed  it  was  found  better  to  encourage  the  parents  o( 
such  infants  either  to  enter  the  Infants*  Home  with  their  offspring, 
or,  failing  to  persuade  them  to  do  this,  to  place  the  children  in 
baby  homes  and  bear  the  responsibility  of  their  maintenance  them- 
selves. The  result  is  that  for  many  months  it  has  not  been  found 
necessary  to  receive  infants  at  the  Shelter. 

The  influence  on  the  children  received  at  the  Shelter  by  their 
treatment  there,  may  be  judged  by  the  fact  that  it  is  no  unusual  thing 
for  such  children  to  leave  the  building  tearfully  and  reluctantly,  ami 
indicates  the  contrast  between  the  treatment  in  the  Shelter  and  that 
of  their  past  unhappy  and  uncomfortable  home  life;  and  it  should  bo 
remembered  in  this  connection  that  the  Shelter  is  not  a  home  in  the  full 
sense,  but  a  temporary  receiving  house  and  necessarily  lacks  many  oi' 
the  ordinarv  home  comforts  to  which  reasonably  well  cared  for  children 
are  accustomed. 

Notwithstanding  llie  number  oi'  children  who  have  passed  through 
the  Shelter  during  the  year,  whose  condition  called  for  much  to  be 
done  in  the  way  of  clothing,  (many  being  so  ill-clad  that  ihey  had  to 
be  supplied  with  additional  clothing,  while  others  were  clad  with  sucii 
iilthv  garments  that  the  destruction  of  all  clothing  found  on  ihem 
became  necessary),  the  management  is  thankful  that  the  required 
clothing  has  been  largely  supplied  by  the  thoughtful  donations  of  the 
friends  of  the  Society.  The  list  of  these  donations  will  be  found  on 
the  last  pages  of  this  report.  The  gifts  of  many  little  cliildren  as 
Bands,  Leagues  or  Societies,  or  individually  were  particularly 
welcome,  and  these  little  friends  would  be  delighted  could  they  see 
the  use  made  of  their  gifts. 

The  experience  of  another  year  emphasizes  the  need  ot  a  per- 
manent building  for  a  Shelter  suited  to  the  work,  affording  more  room 
and  better  arrangement  for  classification. 

In  previous  reports  the  want  of  accommodation  for  certain  classes 
of  children  in  the  city  and  province,  has  been  pointed  out  and  a  strong 
plea  made  for  tlie  establishment  of  a  home  for  incurable  children.  It 
is  a  great  satisfaction  to  the  Board  to  learn  that  a  Sticiety  has  been 
formed  during  the  past  year  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  such  a 
home,  and  it  is  Jioped  that  it  will  ere  long  be  opL'ned.

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During;  the  summer  the  management  deemed  it  wise  to  board 
out  the  incurable  children  at  present  on  its  hands  and  an  appeal  was 
made  through  the  press  for  financial  assistance  for  this  purpose. 

As  will  be  seen  in  the  subscription  list,  a  number  of  kind  friends 
responded  and  the  children  are  now  comfortably  placed  in  a  home  in 
the  County  of  Durham,  in  charg-e  of  a  kind-hearted.  Christian  woman. 
Very  little  of  the  expenditure  on  this  account  is  charj^ed  in  the 
financial  statement,  because  up  to  the  close  of  the  Society's  financial 
year,  no  account  for  board  had  been  sent  in  for  payment. 

Jn  May,  Mr.  Wotton,  who  had  with  jji^reat  faithfulness  discharg^ed 
the  duties  of  Superintendent  of  the  Shelter  for  five  years.  resii>;ned, 
wishing  to  return  to  Hamilton,  and  his  resignation  was  .accepted  with 
suitable  acknowledg-ment  of  his  efficient  services. 

Mr.  John  H.  Bustard,  who  was  hii^hly  recommended,  was  ap- 
pointed in  his  stead  and  has  given  evidence  of  fitness  for  the  position. 

Miss  Gordon,  on  whom  much  increased  responsibility  rested, 
following  the  resignation  of  the  Superintendent  and  the  appointment 
of  his  successor,  has  continued  to  discharge  her  duties  as  Matron  and 
Chief  Nurse  with  great  faithfulness.  The  Hoard  would  also  record  its 
apprecltaion  of  the  efficient  services  of  Miss  Clark,  the  teacher  at  the 
Shelter. 

FINANCES. 

The  Hoard  thanks  its  friends  for  the  financial  support  given. 
Tlie  Sunday  Schools  and  classes  again  gave  welcome  support,  though 
tb;;  total  was  S9.48  less  than  last  year  and  S1S9.47  less  than  the  year 
before.  Sherbourne  Street  Methodist  Sunday  School  again  headed 
the  list,  and  again  increased  the  amount  contributed,  while  many  of 
the  other  Sunday  Schools,  in  proportion  to  their  numbers  and  means, 
did  equally  as  well.  St.  John's,  Norway,  again  contributed  quarterly 
and  has  for  years  been  the  only  Sunday  School  to  do  this.  It  is  to  be 
regretted  that  a  number  of  the  Sunday  Schools  fell  off  in  the  amount 
of  their  collections  and  that  one  of  the  largest  givers  in  the  former 
years  gave  no  collection  last  year.  The  foster  children  did  not  do  so 
well  with  their  contributions  as  formerly,  and  this  may  perhaps 
be  partly  accounted  for  because  the  Secretary  has  not  been  able 
to  give  this  department  that  attention  which  he  did  previously. 
The  Society's  income  from  the  subscribers  for  the  year  was 
about  the  same  as  for  the  previous  year,  but  with  the  necessity  for  pro- 
viding for  the  extension  of  the  work  and  a  new  Shelter  building, 
coupled  with  the  increased  commercial  prosperity  now  prevailing,  it 
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is  hoped  this  source  of  income  will  increase  ami  many  new  subscri'iLMs 
be  added  to  tlie  list.  Tlic  balance  on  liand  appears  to  be  iari^e,  but  tliis 
is  accoiinteti  for  in  that  tiie  iast  instalment  oi  tlie  city  i^rant  tor  llie  last 
year  (S1500.00),  was  receivetl  after  tiie  betjinninj^  i^t'  tite  Societ\ 's 
current  financial  year.  Tiie  .Society  sends  out  no  collectors,  but 
notifies  its  yearly  subscribers  by  letter  as  the  dates  for  their  subscrip- 
tions come  around. 

Durinij  the  year  the  first  lefjacy  in  the  history  of  the  Society  was 
announced.  The  amount  -was  Siooo.oo,  and  it  wa.s  bequeathed  by 
the  late  Mrs.  .Annie  Currie.  Durinj,'  his  lifetime  Mr.  Neil  C'nrrie  w.is 
a  yearly  subscriber  to  the  funds  of  the  Society  and  on  his  deaili 
Mrs.  Currie  continued  the  yearly  subscription. 

The  Board  has  thought  it  best  to  hold  this  in  reserve  to  I'orm  llie 
nucleus  of  a  fund  for  the  purpose  of  huildiuLif  a  Shelter  suited  to 
the  work  of  the  Society.

Many  foster  parents  expressed  a 
desire  to  have  sent  pictures  ot'  their  homes  but  saitl  ihat  they  were 
unable  to  do  so  because  of  the  tiistance  from  the  nearest  photoijrapher. 

A  CHAT   WITH  THE  FOSTEH  PARENTS. 

I'^xtracts  from'soine  oi'  the  foster  parents'  letters  will  be  ot  interest 
to  friends  o(  the  Society. 

Mrs.  S.  writes  :  "  I  now  write  to  let  you  know  that  .Mbert,  as 
we  call  him,  is  well  and  is  quite  contented  and  happv  with  us.  He 
is  good  company,   for  he  is  scarcely  e\'er  tjuiet  imless  he  is  ;isleep. 
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He  thinks  as  much  f,  lils  papa  and  mamma,  as  he  calls  us,  as  if  we 
really  were  his  pareris.  and  he  seems  to  think  we  are  his  parents. 
He  sLiys  God  sent  him  on  the  train  to  mamma.  About  the  bank  you 
sent  with  him.  He  thinks  so  much  of  it,  I  hope  you  will  allow  him 
to  keep  it.  He  puts  all  his  coppers  in  it  and  says  he  is  i^oiui^  to  buy 
papa  slippers  and  lots  of  things  with  it." 

Katie's  foster-father  and  mother  write:  "She  is  in  excellent  liealth, 
is  growin^^  finely  and  is  very  much  pleased  with  iier  new  home.  She 
has  no  desire  whatever  to  go  back  to  Toronto.  She  is  getting  along 
finely  in  the  public  school  and  also  at  the  Sunday  school.  We  think 
her  smart  and  intelligent  in  every  respect.  She  received  a  fine  lot  of 
presents  at  Christmas  and  she  is  delighted  with  them.  She  is  taking 
music  lessons  and  is  doing  nicely.  If  she  continues  to  do  as  well  in 
the  future  as  she  has  in  the  past,  we  would  not  wish  for  a  nicer  girl. 
.Ml  the  neighbors  think  a  great  deal  of  her.  The  days  pass  happily 
with  her,  and  to  us  she  is  a  precious  treasure,  a  most  loving  child 
full  of  love  anci  sympathy.  We  all  wish  you  Godspeed  in  your  labor 
of  love  in  rescuing  those  dear  little  ones  for  whom  Christ  died.  May 
God  bless  you  is  the  prayer  of  our  hearts." 

.Aleck's  foster  mother  writes  :  "The  little  one  we  have  is  all  we 
could  have  desired.  He  is  a  very  bright,  loving  little  fellow  and 
makes  the  home  seem  more  like  home  than  it  has  done  tor  some 
time." 

This  fond  foster-mother  writes  : 

"  1  thought  I  would  write  and  let  you  know  how  May  was  get- 
ting along.  She  is  well  and  getting  along  nicely.  She  takes  two 
sleeps  every  day.  She  never  gives  us  any  trouble  at  night.  I  believe 
she  is  the  best  baby  ever  was.  People  say  that  May  looks  enough 
like  us  to  be  our  own  child.  She  has  only  got  two  teeth  yet.  She 
can  say  "  Papa"  artd  "  Mamma"  and  "Lillie,"  and  '*by-by"  to  her 
papa  when  he  goes  away.  May  has  been  to  the  Thousand  Islands  to 
see  her  grandma  and  grandpa.  They  think  she  is  a  lovely  child.  I 
hope  that  you  will  have  success  in  your  good  work." 

Mrs.  F.  writes  :  *'  Roy  has  grown  a  great  deal  and  is  looking 
fat  and  well.  He  has  only  had  one  ordinary  cold  this  winter,  and  has 
;i  very  slight  one  at  the  present  time  ;  but  I  think  that  has  something 
to  do  with  the  last  two  double  teeth  he  is  cutting  now.  He  drives 
about  with  us  all  over  the  country  and  has  even  been  for  a  sleigh  drive 
of  (in  one  day)  30  miles.  He  is  always  very  warmly  clad  and  I  think 
that,  and  getting  plenty  of  fresh  air,  has  helped  to  keep  him  healthy. 
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He  begins  to  talk  more,  but  still,  only  as  a  rule,  nouii'^.  lie  is 
certainly  backward  in  his  speech,  but  he  understands  a  lot  and  he 
chatters,  in  his  way,  all  day  loni^,  lie  is  a  very  dear  little  boy  and 
we  are  very  fond  of  him.  He  is  inclined  to  be  a  tritle  wavward, 
mischievous  and  anxious  lo  have  his  own  way,  but  as  1  am  verv  hrm 
with  him,  I  do  not  think  that  propensity  will  j^aow." 

This  foster-mother  writes  :  "  I  am  y;lad  lo  say  that  Rosa  enjovs 
splendid  health  and  has  j^rown  much  taller  since  she  came  to  us. 
She  has  improved  wonderfully  in  other  respects  too,  is  learnini;  to  be 
obedient,  and  is  aitoi^ether  much  less  trouble  than  at  first.  She  is 
very  much  attached  to  lier  papa  and  mamma  and  every  day  shows  ijreat 
tenderness  of  heart  towards  both  of  us.  She  is  always  in  distress  if 
she  thinks  either  one  of  us  is  sick  or  tired.  She  is  still  a  i^^reat 
favorite  amonj^st  our  friends,  youni^  and  old.  Our  p.astor  and  his 
wife  think  her  a  most  lovely  child,  every  day  i^rowinjjf  more  beautiful  ; 
but  we  consider  that  they  say  nothinj^  more  than  what  is  really  true. 
She  is  a  terrible  roiTip,  aiul  at  Simday  school  and  church  woulil  like 
to  play  all  the  time  if  possible.  Kast  Sabbath  our  Superintendetit  i,^'lve 
her  the  plate  to  take  up  the  collection,  which  she  did  very  nl:ely  ;  the 
whole  school  beintif  amused  with  the  performance.  She  always  tries 
to  help  in  distributing  books,  papers,  etc.,  and  is  just  as  smart  as  can 
be.  Just  now  she  is  busy  with  her  playthini,'s  and  daily  talks  of  Clod 
and  heaven  and  her  dear  uncle  William  who  has  yone  lo  God's  house." 

Willie  went  away  to  a  sunny  Southern  Stale.  His  foster-molhc- 
writes  :  "  Willie  is  well  and  seems  to  be  perfectly  happy.  We  all 
think  him  a  very  sweet,  nice  little  boy,  thoujjh  he  has  an  awtui  temper 
when  crossed  ;  but  we  do  not  feel  that  we  would  be  doing-  our  duly 
toward  him  by  letting  him  do  just  entirely  as  he  pleases.  We  have 
both  become  very  fond  of  him  and  he  seems  very  much  attached  lo  us." 

Edith  has  an  affectionate  foster-mother  who  writes:  "  I  was 
sorry  I  did  not  ask  you  a  few  questions  about  the  child.  We  cannot 
think  she  is  a  common  child.  She  has  so  many  nice  little  refined 
ways  with  her,  and  we  wonder  very  much  who  she  is.  Perhaps  it  is 
against  the  rules  o(  your  Society  to  answer  questions,  and  if  so 
it  is  all  right;  but  if  not  we  would  like  you  lo  tell  us  what  you  know 
about  her  parentage.  We  are  very  much  attached  to  her  already 
and  I  would  not  be  without  her  now  for  a  good  deal;  ami  I  feel  very 
much  indebted  to  you  for  choosing  me  such  a  dear  little  girl." 

This  foster-father  writes  :  **  .\s  far  as  James  is  concerned,  he  is 
sharp  and  as  witty  as  most  boys  ;  bul  of  course  he  is  a  hoy  and  some- 
times needs  correction — as  the  school  mistress  says,  he  is  n  good  boy

when  vou  ji^et  your  eyes  ofi  him  —  I  have  sent  Iiim  to  school  very  nearly 
all  the  lime.  The  only  objection  I  have,  he  is  a  little  slippery  with 
his  toni4;ue,  and  can  tell  a  lie  as  quicUly  as  toll  the  truth,  for  which  I 
have  had  to  correct  liim  a  couple  of  limes,  which  of  course  I  felt  sorry  to 
do.  aUhoui^^h  I  did  not  hurt  him.  He  apparently  likes  it  here,  for  the 
other  day  I  told  him  I  should  send  him  to  you  if  lie  told  any  more  lies 
and  he  said,  'Oh,  1  don't  want  to ij^o  and  leave  you.'  So,  you  see,  he  and 
I  aijree  onlv  for  this  o(  which  !  tell  you.  He  is  well  and  hearty  and 
can  i^'o  tiiroui^h  his  clothes  as  fast  as  any  other  boy.  I  let  him  go 
around  quite  a  lot  with  me  and  he  enioys  it  I  can  tell  you.  After 
awhile  I  >hall  let  him  write  you  liim>elf.  Would  be  pleased  to  hear 
from  you." 

Mrs.  ^'.  Writes  :  "  Our  little  Mav  is  i^etlint;'  alonir  nicely.  She 
is  waikiui,^.  and  can  talk,  and  gets  all  the  bread  and  milk  site  wants. 
May's  weight  is  j^  lbs.  She  has  a  big  doll  un^]  rocks  and  sings  by- 
bye  baby.      May  has  never  been  sick  yet." 

Tliis  comes  from  an  Assiniboia  foster  home  :  "  I  expect  you  will 
be  wanting  by  this  time  to  hear  how  our  little  boy  is  getting  on.  Well, 
lie  is  growing  very  fat  and  healthy  and  is  just  now  beginning  to  walk. 
My  wife  and  family  are  very  much  attached  to  him  and  would  not  part 
with  him  on  any  account.  I''lease  write  and  let  me  know  how  \ou  are 
getting  on  with  your  little  ones.  I  am  always  anxious  to  hear  about 
them.  Our  little  boy  has  some  money  collected  in  his  box.  which  I 
will  send  hy  and  by." 

Tena's  foster-father  .says  :  "I  am  doing  all  1  can  for  the  child 
I  adopted.  She  is  not  a  very  strong  child,  and  I  intend  to  give  her  a 
i:;ooi.\  education  and  I  am  saving  all  the  money  I  c.ui  for  her,  to  pay 
her  expenses  in  high  school  after  she  is  through  the  public  school.  I 
send  it  to  the  savings  bank,  for  I  know  if  she  lives  she  is  going  to  be 
more  than  a  servant  girl.  She  is  only  in  school  since  the  first  of  Mav 
and  she  is  in  her  second  reader.  The  other  school  children  call  her  a 
'  home'  child,  as  a  slur,  -.ini}  she  feels  badly  over  it." 

Mr.  H.  writes:  "Our  little  girl  is  growing,  doing  nicely  and 
gelling  to  be  quite  a  big  girl.  She  seems  lo  be  very  quick  to  learn 
anything  and  is  very  miscliievous  these  cold  days,  as  she  is  in  ihe 
Iiouse  so  much.  She  is  very  happy  and  contented  — could  not  bo 
more  .so  if  she  wore  our  own  child  -and  we  could  not  be  more  fond  of 
her.  She  is  the  favorite  wherever  slie  goes.  She  has  grown  to  bo  very 
ft>nd  of  the  animals  and  she  calls  them  all  hers.  She  has  a  good  limo 
with  her  cat  and  dolls.  We  should  not  like  lo  part  with  her  now, 
■IS  she  is  the  iov  of  our  home." 
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Mr.  \V.  writes:  "  Cliiirlie  i%  very  fund  of  lici-sos.  He  i^  a 
lovable  cliilU,  hut  very  lieaLlsiroiii,'.  We  love  him  verv  imuli.  lie 
likes  school  and  is  in  a  i^freat  hurry  to  learn  to  reaii.  lie  i'^  in  hii^h 
jjlee  this  mornini;,  as  he  is  !,'oini;  to  the  comity  fair.  He  is  very 
saving  ol  his  coppers,  but  not  willini^-  to  j^ive  them  up." 

.\n  .Mhert.i  foster-f.it her  writes  :  '■  I  do  not  know  how  we  could 
be  better  pleased  with  I.illie.  She  is  the  life  t-M  our  home,  as  brij;lit 
and  smart  as  she  can  be,  and  is  a  ijeneral  favorite  wherever  she  i^iK-s. 
She  is  healthy  and  is  ijrowini^  nicely,  ami,  i  ani  sure,  loves  us  as 
much  as  we  love  her.  She  sometimes  l.ilks  about  her  other  mamma 
at  the  'Superintenders,'  as  she  calls  the  .Shelter,  but  says  sIk-  likes  us 
better  and  does  not  want  to  i;o  back  to  Toronto.  She  has  jusi  been 
carryin!.^  in  some  sticks  oi  wood  and  small  bU^cks,  which  she  has  piled 
as  neatly  and  nicely  as  one  coidd  wish.  1  called  her  in  just  now  aiul 
told  her  1  was  writinif  to  yon,  and  asked  her  if  she  had  anythiuj;  10  tell 
you.  She  said  'tell  ihem  I'm  a  bad  i;irl  ami  am  not  !,'oin}^  to  Toronto.' 
1  asked  her  why  she  wanted  me  to  tell  you  that  she  was  a  bad  i;irl.  She 
said,  'So  they  won't  want  me  to  |;o  back  to  Toronto."  It  is  a  rare 
thinj;  for  her  to  say  she  is  a  bad  ifirl,  she  loves  so  much  10  be  c.illed 
a  !,'Ood  t;irl,  and  when  she  has  been  nauijhty  will  ne\er  rest  till  she 
has  asked  pardon  and  persuatled  us  to  say  that  we  aie  not  aiiL:r\  with 
her  or  that  she  is  a  i;"ood  i;irl." 

This  is  how  a  foster-p.irent  writes  of  a  little  three-year-old  boy. 
whom  he  adopted  January,  iiSoS:  "  \s  it  is  a  little  o\-er  one  ye.nr  since 
the  little  boy  came  to  our  home  iVom  the  .Shelter,  I  lhouj;lit  I  woidd 
report.  We  like  the  little  fellow  very  much.  He  has  his  faults  (as 
have  we  all),  but  they  are  not  serious.  We  fuid  him  ,1  very  brii;lit, 
intellijjeiit  child,  and  very  aOection.ale.  We  are  treating  him  iiuile  as 
kindly  as  any  child  in  our  home,  and  he  seems  to  be  jjrateful  for  the 
kindness  thus  shown.  He  h.is  never  been  sick  since  lie  c.ime  to  us, 
hiis  gained  four  inches  in  heiffht  and  seems  stronj;  and  well.  He 
is  a  general  favorite  with  almost  all  who  come  in  contact  with  him, 
and  we  think  that  if  we  had  bad  a  hundred  boys  to  make  choice  Ironi 
we  could  not  have  made  a  more  satisfactory  selection.  We  are  en- 
deaiorin^  to  wr.ap  him  roiiiui  with  loving;  and  sacred  intliiences.  .mil 
niakinj,'  him  the  subject  of  much  prayer.  If  his  life  is  spared,  he  will, 
we  hope,  make  a  line,  cullnreil  and  Christian  ).;entleman.  He 
is  verv  finul  tif  his  lumie  and  us.  ICver)  ilay  he  says  he  ilocs 
like  his  jjood  ma  and  pa.  He  is  ipiite  at  home,  .uid  feeU  hurl  if  at 
any  lime  wc  su};t;esl  his  removal  from  us." 
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Krom  Manitoba  comes  this  happy  note  ;  "Just  a  few  liiu  s  to 
say  that  our  little  j^irl  is  well  and  happ)-.  and  as  full  of  fun  as  the  day 
is  long'.  We  are  very  well  pleased  with  her  now.  She  is  a  fine  little 
girl  and  is  well  liked  wherever  she  goes.  I  wish  you  every  success 
in  your  good  work." 

THB  CHILDREN  HAVE  THEIR  5AY. 

Katie  writes  :  "  As  I  have  been  home  for  two  days  on  accoinU  of 
the  big  snow  storm  I  thought  I  would  write  and  let  you  know  how  I 
am  getting  on.  I  have  been  constantly  at  school  trying  to  be  pro- 
moted, but  my  teacher  gives  me  no  encouragement.  She  thinks  1 
am  not  far  enough  advanced  in  my  lessons.  The  work  seems  so 
different  to  that  in  the  city  schools,  although  the  teacher  says  1  am 
getting  along  very  nicely.  I  attend  Sunday  School  and  Church 
regularlv.  M\'  teacher  at  Sunday  School  is  going  to  give  beautiful 
Christmas  Cards  to  the  ones  who  have  been  going  regularly  up  till 
Christmas.  I  have  been  taking  music  lessons  from  a  te.icher  in  the 
village.  She  says  she  thinks  1  will  get  on  very  nicely,  as  I  have  the 
taste  for  music.  \\*e  are  going  to  ha\e  a  Christmas  dinner.  We 
expect  twenty-five  ot'  our  friends  and  relations.  We  are  practicing  for 
a  school  concert  and  I  am  in  fit'teen  drills.  Mamma  is  going  to  sent!  a 
parcel  to  Mrs.  S.,  and  said  I  could  send  you  some  of  our  lovely  butter. 
I  am  going  to  churn  it  all  myself. 

"We  are  making  a  four  storey  Christmas  cake.  We  are  all  well 
now,  but  papa  has  been  under  the  doctor's  care  for  two  weeks.  I  am 
very  much  pleased  with  my  new  home  and  would  not  go  back  to  the 
city  for  anything.  I  have  lots  of  things  here  that  I  would  not  have 
in  the  city.  Please  excuse  mistakes.  I  wish  you  a  Merry  Christmas 
and  a  Happy  New  Year." 

.\1  wants  to  help  the  Society,  and  w.is  raising  chickens,  which  he 
intended  to  sell  .md  give  the  money  to  the  Society,  but  he  li  id  a 
catastrophe,  which,  it  will  be  seen,  might  have,  in  the  end,  tinned  out 
to  the  advantage  of  the  Society.  He  says  :  "  Ma  is  writing  and  says  I 
must  write  too.  I  nm  very  well  and  like  my  home.  Wc  are  talking 
about  having  a  little  girl,  and  I  think  this  is  :i  good  place  for  one.  I 
have  been  going  to  .school,  and  am  in  the  second  reader.  I  am 
going  to  try  and  pass  to  the  next  book  when  the  next  holidays  come. 
I  haven't  forgotten  the  Society's  kindness  to  me.  1  have  only  fifteen 
cents  in  my  bank  now,  but  I  will  have  some  money  to  send  vou  next 
winter.  I  have  nine  chickens  of  my  own,  and  ma  has  fifty.  We  have 
sixteen  sheep,  seven  head  of  cattle,  two  sows,  and  three  young  pigs. 
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and  tliL-y  a.,  t-nmiriL;  011  vcr\  wcv  Wo  aKi'*  havovMU'  span  ol'horscs. 
!  close  with  love."  To  this  he  ^.'.  cd  a  postsL-ript,  "This  inoniini;', 
when  i  went  to  t'eeJ  them,  live  .  !  •uy  little  chit^-kens  were  Jeatl.  .iiul 
pa  thinks  a  mink  killed  tltem.  '..  and  I  set  a  trap  this  afternoon. 
It'  I  i^^el  a  niink'^  Iiide  ii  will  he    ■      th  more  than  the  ehickens."

Here  are  a  few  of  tiie  reports  she  has 
made,  concerninj^  wards  of  this  Society,  which,  in  a  measure  go  to 
confirm  the  wisdom  of  the  choice  of  homes  made  by  the  Society,  as 
indicated  above  in  the  letters  of  foster  parents  and  children  trom  which 
we  quote  : 

Ai^nes  H.-  -This  home  is  a  i^ood  one  and  the  g^irl  is  doini^  well. 
She  has  grown  a  fine  girl  and  is  quite  clever.  Visited  her  on  August 
j;,rd. 

liattie  O.—  The  home  is  a  good  one  and  Mattie  is  doing  well.  She 
Is  somewhat  forward  in  manner,  but  is  improving.  She  is  a  beautiful 
sewer,  and  some  of  the  articles  she  made  have  been  sent  to  Toronto 
Kair.

Heard  from  others  that  the  child  is  doing  well  and  that  his  foster- 
parents  are  much  attached  to  him.      August  25th. 

Violet  M. — Siic  is  growing  up  a  lovely  girl  and  is  tenderly  cared 
for.  No  supervision  is  needed  here  ami  tbster-parents  prefer  little  or 
no  correspondence.      X'isited  August  J5lh. 

James  H.  —  Hid  not  visit  this  home,  but  heard  of  James  from  -Aggie, 
who  had  just  returned  from  spending  a  week  with  him.  He  is  a 
bright  boy  and  is  now  in  the  4th  book,  and  altogether  is  doing 
remarkably  well.      August  23rd. 

John  \V.  Had  dinner  in  this  home  and  was  tlioroughly  pleased 
with  my  visit.  This  boy  is  progressing  well,  is  willing  and  obedient. 
He  reads  in  the  3rd  book  and  is  quite  a  carpenter.  Home  is  excep- 
tionally good.      No  other  children.      Visited  Sept.  22nd. 

I'Vank  S.  The  main  difiicidty  here  is  this  boy's  quick  and  even 
violent  temper.  Was  glad  to  hear  that  there  was  a  marked  improve- 
ment in  this  respect  since  my  last  visit.  The  swelling  in  hts  neck  has 
been  closely  watched  and  attended  to,  a  doctor  iiaving  been  called. 
X'isited  Sept.   15th. 

l'"orest  A.  This  boy  is  well  and  strong,  has  a  good  appetite  and 
is  growing  tall.  Attends  scIuhiI  regularlv.  reads  in  the  3rd  book  and 
spells  well,  liood  at  history  and  geography,  but  not  so  good  at 
arithmetic.  Goes  to  church  and  Sunday  school  and  attends  L'.  K. 
Society.  Has  nice  tweed  Sunday  suit  and  wears  white  shirt.  Is 
growing  in  afi'ection  for  foster-mother  and  family.  Can  drive  the 
horse  rake,  ramily  is  respected  in  the  Presbyterian  church.  Foster- 
moiher  is  particularly  excellent  woman. 
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Florence  B.  -  Hid  not  call,  Itut  learned  from  Mrs.  I-".,  who  siuv 
them  a  few  days  ajjfo,  tliat  Florence  was  well  and  everything  was 
goini^  on  satisfactorily.  The  child  had  a  slitrht  accident  a  tew  weeks 
aiJi'o,  fallini::;"  ot\  the  fence,  but  was  quite  belter.  There  is  no  super- 
vision needed  here. 

Mav  B. — Mr.  M.  has  just  boiij^ht  a  farm,  with  very  i^-ood  build- 
ini;;'s,  near  the  church  and  school  house  at  C  Tlie  child  is  well 
and  happy  and  much  loved.      X'isited  Sept.  iSth. 

John  H.— This  is  a  j^'ood  home,  a  farm  containing^  200  acres. 
Thriftv,  prosperous  farmer.  Hverythiny;  in  its  place  ;  yood  house- 
keepint^.  One  small  boy  of  their  own.  John  is  a  smartlookjni^  lad. 
At  school  in  winter,  reads  in  jnd  book,  and  writes  a  little.  Attends 
Sundav  school  in  summer.  Is  obedient  and  willin^^,  but  tells  untruths 
sometimes,  altlioujjh  Mr.  J.  says  he  is  as  g"ood  as  the  averajji^e  bov. 
Visited  Sept.   iqth. 

John  M.  1.  This  boy  is  willini^  and  obedient.  Reads  in  ^rd  btiok. 
and  is  useful  on  t!ie  farm.  Can  drive  the  horses  ijoin^  to  plouj^h. 
etc.  Is  well  clothed;  studies  the  Shorter  L'alechism  ;  asks  tiie 
blessini,^  at  table,  and  is  altogether  a  happy,  contented  little  fellow, 
and  seems  to  prize  tiie  privileges  ot  his  lu>me.    Visited  Sept.  mth. 

Henrietta  tl.  -This  little  girl  is  an  affectionate  and  obedient 
child.  Reads  in  the  senior  2nd  book,  is  well  clothed,  and  taken  to 
visit  with  the  family.  Only  fault  is  personal  untidiness.  Believe 
the  home  Is  a  good  one,  and  that  all  the  familv  have  love  ami 
sympathy  for  Etta.      Visited  Sept.  2(>th. 

Sadie  M.  —  Mr.  R.  has  bought  a  farm  oi'  i(X>  acres,  with  good 
buildings  here.  Sadie  was  at  school.  Everything  going  on  satis- 
tactorily.  Child  is  willing  and  obedient,  although  sometimes  imper- 
tinent.     Mrs.  R.  is  kind  and  motherly.      X'isited  Sept.  21st. 

Edith  M.—  Satisfied  with  this  home,  foster-mother  especialiv 
sensible  and  kind.  Struggling  to  pay  for  farm.  Edith  a  bright  little 
girl,  a  trifle  forward  ;  reads  in  first  book  ;  is  comfortablv  cKithed, 
very  happy  and  likes  her  home.      \'isited  Sept.  Jist. 

Harry  J. — This  is  a  good  home  and  line,  sensible  people.  Mr.  I. 
is  Sunday  school  superintendent,  and  Mrs  I.  teaches  in  the  school. 
Splendid  house-keeping.  Boy  refined,  intelligent  and  gentle- 
mannered.  Somewhat  self-willed  and  above  work,  but  is  improving 
in  these  respects.  Altogether  there  seemed  to  be  mutual  satisfaction. 
Visited  Sept.  21st. 
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Willie  \V.  Beinjj^  in  the  vicnKt\,  c'ailod  at  this  home.  Willie  is 
boiiaving"  very  well.  Reads  in  tl:e  4lh  book,  and  is  a  kind,  willinj^" 
and  helpful  boy.  Mrs.  T.  is  a  swej-L-fempered  woman,  and  am  sure 
she  has  had  a  good  influence  on  Willie.      Visited  Sept.  25th. 

Willie  C  — Was  on  my  way  to  this  home  when  circumstances 
hindered.  Learned  from  friends  and  from  a  boy  who  ^oes  to  the 
same  school  all  about  this  boy.  He  reads  in  the  2nd  class,  is  well 
dressed,  and  i,'-ocs  to  Sunday  school  rei^-^ularly,  and  is  a  jolly  little 
fellow  whom  evervono  loves.  Foster-parents  are  very  jji^ood  to  him, 
and  he  in  turn  is  quite  iisetul  to  tliem.      Sept.  2jnd. 

Bennie  G. — This  boy  has  a  beautiful  home  and  every  advantai;"e. 
Foster-parents  have  no  other  children.      \'isited  .Sept.  27th. 

Maj^tjie  T. — This  child  is  a  prodii^'y.  She  reads  in  2ml 
book,  is  as  far  as  reduction  in  arithmetic  and  knows  all  the  Shorter 
Catechism,  and  is  not  yet  seven  years  old.  Has  eii^ht  dollars  in  the 
bank.      Visited  Sept.   H)\.\\. 

Havid  M. — This  bo\"  is  tj^rowinij;'  tall,  is  a  i^(.>od  bm  ,  and  reatls  in  t!ie 
isl  book.  Mrs.  F.  is  a  sensible,  motherly  woman  and  a  i::;ood  house- 
keeper.     X'isited  Sept.  20th. 

Beatrice  J. — This  girl  is  growing  pretty,  refined  and  affectionate. 
Is  about  going  into  the  2nd  book.  Think  foster-mother  a  sensible, 
good  woman.  .Am  sure  they  treat  the  child  as  their  own.  Have  one 
small  boy.      F-ieatrice  asked  after  Lucy.      Visited  Sept.  20th. 

DESCRIPTION  OF  A  FEW  OF  THE  CASES. 

OCTOmiK. 

C3.se  4552,— Was  that  of  a  boy  nine  years  of  age  who  was 
nearly  blind,  but  who  coutd  see  sulliciently  to  find  his  way  every  where 
about  the  streets  and  i\o  much  mischief.  The  boy  was  not  kioked 
after  by  his  mother  and  was  fast  drifting  into  bad  ways.  He  was  sent 
to  the  Ontario  Institution  for  the  Blind  and  is  showing  such  aptitude 
in  learning  as  will  some  day  make  him  a  good  citizen. 

NOVKMUliK. 

Case  4723,-  This  case  was  oiw  where  the  mother  was  dead  and 
two  bovs  were  being  neglected  by  their  father.  The  father  was 
brought  before  the  magistrate  and  the  case  was  adjourned  for  a  week, 
meanwhile  .arrangements  were  made  by  the  father  to  place  the  boys 
in  a  comfortable  liome  witli  their  aunt,  and  the  case  was  dismissed. 
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PEfEMnER. 

Case  4796.  —  Concerned  four  children,  raiii^inj;^  in  age  from  seven 
to  fifteen  years.  Tl^e  :7iother  was  dead,  the  father  a  drunkard,  wlio 
grossly  abused  his  childit-n.  On  the  case  beinjiif  brought  before  the 
Magistrate  the  children  were  all  ordered  into  the  gnardiansiiip  o(  tlie 
Society,  .ind  subsequently  two  were  adopted  to  relatlyes,  a  third  into  a 
good  home  known  to  the  relatives  and  approved  by  the  Society,  and 
the  fourth  placed  at  a  trade.  For  some  time  after  this  action  was 
taken,  the  father,  and  some  relatives  sympathizing  with  him,  gave  the 
people  with  whom  three  oi'  the  children  were  placed  much  annoyance, 
but  after  being  warned  and  shown  that  they  could  be  prosecuted  for 
such  conduct  the  annoyance  ceased. 

lANUARY. 

Cd.se  4913, — This  occurrence  included  six  children  whose  father 
was  an  habitual  drunkard.  Friends  had  many  times  got  him  work, 
given  him  clothes  and  supplied  the  family  with  food,  but  it  was  all  oi  uo 
avail  and  the  Society  had  to  interfere.  The  wife  being  compelled  to 
leave  her  husband  because  of  his  drunken  habits,  tlie  children  were 
placed  where  they  are  being  cared  for  properly. 

FKBKL'ARV. 

Case  4995, — Was  that  of  a  boy  taken  in  to  be  boarded  when  he 
was  three  months  old.  Shortly  after  bringing  the  child  the  mother 
deserted  him,  and  the  couple  in  whose  house  he  was  left  had  to  maii 
tain  him  out  of  their  slender  means.  The  boy  hud  now  got  to  be  tw  ., 
years  old,  and,  unable  longer  to  bear  the  expense  of  his  maintenance, 
the  people  who  had  charge  of  him  applied  to  the  Society.  The  little 
fellow  is  now  in  a  comfortable  foster-home. 

MAKCH. 

Case  5063. — Had  to  do  with  a  bright  boy  of  eleven,  who  had 
the  misfortune  to  have  an  impediment  in  his  speech.  Neglected  h\ 
his  father  he  was  taking  refuge  in  one  place  after  another  until  the 
Society  took  liis  case  up.  For  some  lime  his  father  could  not  be 
found,  but  when  he  was  found  he  was  brought  before  the  Magistrate 
and  the  Society  asked  for  the  custody  of  the  boy.  Meanwhile  the 
father's  sister,  a  most  respectable  woman,  had  heard  of  the  ht\v"s 
neglected  condition  and  asked  to  have  him  handed  over  to  her.  The 
Magistrate  refused  the  Society's  application  but  handed  the  boy  over 
to  his  aunt  (with  the  hearty  approval  of  the  Society),  telling  her  to 
appeal  to  him  should  fhe  father  seek  to  disturb  her  in  her  possession 
o(  the  child. 
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APRH.. 

Case  5171, — Was  tliat  of  a  hoy  of  eiijiit.  His  father  was  con- 
liiieJ  in  an  insane  asylum  while  his  little  brother  o\'  five  was  in  tlie 
Orillia  Asylum.  Tlie  mother  was  unable  lo  maintain  herself  and 
children,  (slie  beiiiii"  verv  delicate),  and  she  determined  to  return  to 
I'!!ni.|^land  with  her  only  tjirl,  if  means  could  be  provided  for  that  purpose. 
Throuiih  tlie  i;"ood  oflices  of  the  manai^ement  of  the  Kveniny;  Star,  a 
public  subscription  was  taken  up  and  in  March,  iScjS,  mother  and  child 
went  to  Knyland,  while  the  boy  concerned  in  this  case  was  sent  to  one 
of  the  Homes  in  this  city.  The  mother  has  never  since  either  com- 
numicated  with  the  Society  or  the  Home,  and  Willie  was  in  due  course 
placed  in  a  foster-home.  I*!arly  this  year  the  poor  boy  bei^an  to 
develop  symptoms  of  the  malady  his  brother  is  afflicted  with  and 
gradiiallv  y;rew  worse,  Throui^h  the  advice  of  the  Society,  arrani^e- 
ments  were  made  to  send  the  little  fellow  to  the  Asylum  a'  Orillia,  and 
the  bov  is  now  there.  This  case  broui^hl  out  an  illustration  of  how 
i:;ood  many  foster-parents  are  to  the  little  ones  they  lake  into  their 
hiinies.  Willie's  foster-mother  clun«j  to  the  hope  that  by  her  own 
care  and  nursing  she  could  bring  him  around  all  right.  Kven  after 
two  phvsicians  had  examined  the  boy  carefully  and  advised  sending 
him  lo  the  asylum,  she  still  urged  that  it  might  not  be  necessary  for 
hmi  to  go  ;  and  it  was  only  after  much  persuasion  and  a  description  o\' 
how  comfortably  ali  the  inmates  were  provided  for,  (and  of  the  position 
o\'  ihe  asylum  and  its  beautiful  surroundings)  that  she  finally  con- 
sented. On  the  day  she  handed  the  boy  over  slie  wept  bitterly  and 
said  Ihat  the  parting  was  a  cruel  blow  to  her. 

\1AV. 

Case  5395,  -Was  one  where  the  father  and  mother  were  con- 
sianlly  quarrelling  and  separating.  They  had  four  children,  and  these 
were  brought  to  the  Shelter  and  kept  for  two  months,  at  the  end  of 
which  lime  tne  parents  had  come  to  terms  and  the  children  were  sent 

back  to  them. 

JINK. 

Case  5386.  -Was  that  ol  a  little  lliree-year-old  girl  whose  father 
had  deserted  lierand  whose  mo. her,  thougli  educated  and  refined,  was 
gi\  en  to  drink.  At  the  intercession  of  relatives  the  Society  took  action 
and  brought  the  case  into  court.  The  matter  was  settled  finally 
out  of  court  by  a  kind-hearted  woman  agreeing  to  take  care  o\'  the 
child  but  not  to  give  her  a'  the  mother  until  she  had  thoroiiglily  re- 
formed. 
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JII.V. 

Case  5478.  t-'otu'erneti  five  L-liiUircn  u  lu'M.'  LiliKM  :nui  mioiIkt 
were  Lle:id  and  ilic  ciiilJivn  placed  with  llu'ir  elder  brother.  \\lu>  was 
said  to  use  money  (lel't  by  ills  parents  tor  the  children's  niaintenancel 
for  drink,  and  leave  the  children  ill-provided  for  in  consequence.  The 
case  was  brouj^ht  before  the  Mai;istrate  and  dischari;ed  by  him  with  a 
uarninj;  to  tlie  iTtMJier  lo  k\o  better  in  future. 

AliUST. 

Case  5653.  Involved  the  welfate  of  a  boy  o\  four  and  a  i^irl  o\ 
eiijht.  The  father  was  an  educated  man  in  one  o\  the  learne*.!  pro- 
fessions, but  drinU  was  his  master  and  he  left  his  wife  and  t"aniil\  and 
refused  to  support  them.  On  the  ca^-e  l^'eini^  broui^hi  bet'ore  ihe 
Mai^-istrate,  at  the  retjuot  oi'  the  children's  ni<>lher.  he  handed  iheni 
over  to  the  Society.  The  boy  was  subsequenll\  adopted  lo  iiis  iuoiIkt 
V  '.lie  ihe  i^irl  was  adopted  Into  a  i^v^od  home. 

SE■:I'll:^ut!:K. 

Case  5693.  (.'oncerned  a  Utile  lad  o\  ^ix.  I  U-  was  brouL;!'.!  to 
the  Salvation  .\rmy  Children's  Shelter  last  )ear  by  a  woman  callini; 
herself  liis  step  niotlier.  who  never  came  a^'^ain.  A  man.  who  said  thai 
he  was  his  father,  called  a  few  days  later,  but,  after  thai,  rK-ver  came 
attain.  .\  woman  wlio  had  just  lost  her  own  little  boy,  as  the  result  k^\ 
an  accident,  saw  this  boy  and  loved  him.  The  hoy  was  brou'^ht  be- 
fore the  Mai^istrate,  became  a  ward  of  the  Society,  and  is  now  the 
only  child  in  liis  new   home  where  he  is  beini;  tenilerly  carctl  for. 


At  the  .\nruud  Meetini.;  ot  the  Society  held  on  November  iriih. 
l8<)9,  the  followini,^  resolution  was  moved  by  Won.  1!.  J.  I>a\is, 
seconded  by  Rev.  H.  O.  Thomas,  P.  |1  ,  carried  iniamiously: 

That  this  meetinj;  express  its  thoroui:h  .sympatli\  with  the  \\*'rk 
carried  ot\  by  the  Society,  and  records  its  satisfaction  with  what  has 
been  accomplished  durinj,'  tlie  past  year  as  outlined  in  the  report  just 
read.  It  conijralulales  the  Society  on  the  recoj^nition  o\'  its  aims  and 
objecls  by  the  j^^eneral  public,  and  by  the  t'ily  Council,  and  most 
heartily  commends  Ihe  Society  and  its  work  to  the  many  subscribers
